. Trrvs being arrived 6 buds or the Parts therea- 
bouts, and convinced of the Truth and Divinity of the

to, and converſed with the Gentiles, and that Tirus, an 
uncircumciſed G Greex was his inti mate acquaintance, ſo

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that there was no way but to circumciſe him, to make 
it manifeſt that he had no intention to undermine the 
rites and cuſtom of the law. This St. Paul would 
by no means conſent to; for though he was content at 
another time to circumciſe 'TimoTay, a ſew by the 
mother's fide, that he might pleaſe the Ius to their 
edification, and to gain them. to the faith; yet he 
now refuſed to circumciſe Tirvs a Gentile, that he 
might not ſeem to betray the liberties of the Goſpel, 
| harden the Jews in their unreaſonable and inveterate 
prejudices againſt the Gentiles, and diſcourag e them from 
embracing chriſtianity : He therefore peremptorily 


reſiſted the importunity of the Jews in this particular, 
and his practice herein was ſoon after juſtihed by the 


decree of the Council, ſummoned to determine this

About the ſeventh year of the 1cign of Marcus 
Antoninus, a bloody perſecution began againſt the - 
chriſtians ; For the Emperor deſigning an expedition 
againſt the Marcomani, the terror of whom had ſuf. 
| ficiently awakened the Romans, the Prieſts were ſum- 
moned together, and began more ſolemnly to celebrate 
their Pagan ceremonies being told, no doubt, that 
there was no better way to atone and pacify the wrath 
of their Gods, than to be ſevere upon the chriſtians, 
who were looked upon as their open and implaca- 
ble enemies. And now it was that PoLycarevs, after 
a long and diligent. diſcharge of his office, received his 
crown : For the perſecution growing hot at Smyrna, 
and many have already ſea'ed their confeſſion with 
their blood, the general ery. was, Away with the 
impious, or the atheiſts (as the chriſtians, were gene- 
rally accounted) Let Po.ycarevs be ſought for. The 
good man was not at all diſturbed at the news, but re- 
folved to endure the brunt, till his friends knowing his 
ſingular uſefulgeſs, and our Saviour had allowed his 
_ Giſceiples when they were perſecuted in ont city to fy 
to another, prevailed with him to withdraw into a 
neighbouring village, where with a ſew companions 
he continued day and night in prayer.

verſing with the Monuments of the Dead. But withi 
an Heathen or Gentile, extreme Zealous for his Reli- 
gion, and unreaſonably prejudiced againſt Chriſtianity, 
which he counted the higheſt Folly and Madneſs, and 
charged it with all the common Calamities which the 
Wit or Malice of thoſe Times had. invented to ren- 
der it Odions, and had often bitterly quarrelled with 
| Tusornitus for e and Vindieuuing the ſame. 


However, he was not diſcouraged nor affrighted 
From Undertaking him, but treated him with all the
